CHARTER PARTY CLAIM. 


Cargo Alleged to be Wrongfully 
* Detained. 


An interesting action on the intespreta- 
tion of acharter party came before the 
Chief Justice, Sir F. Piggott, in Original 
Jurisdiction at the Supreme Court to-day. 

Tho statement of cliiin was that the 
Cheong Yuen Firm daimed from the 
Fukusoi Company 627 bags of rico belong: 
ing to plaintiffs, in the possussion of 
defendants, or $5176.94, the valuc thereof, 
and 2500 damages for detention, plan- 
tiffs being merchants eatrying on busi- 
ners at 169 Wing Lok Street and du- 
fendanta are merehauts and ugents 
besides lieing the owner of the JTayaress 
steamship Koun Maru, and carrying oo 
business at 3 Qucen’s Road Centzal., By 
a charter party dated March 2, 1907, 
inade between plaintiffx and defendants as 
agents, the pluintifis charred the afore: 
mentioned yeasel for the seyage from 
Saigon to Hongkong, to carry a full and 
complete cargo of rice, and, or other lavful 
merchandise. By clauso!7 of the charter 
party tho freight payablo upon a mixed 
cargo was 24 ceuts per picwl-upon 45,000 
piculs Iwing tho estinuted capacity of 
the steamship. The plaintiffs londed tho 
ont with ® full and mixed argo 
consisting of whito rice, carge flour, white 
flour and dried fish, to the total weight of 
41, 142 piculs, and on, orhefora April 27, 
1907, the plaintiths paid defendants $10,800 
iu respeet to this cargo on the rate ay ale 
ready stated, but the dofendants wrongfully 
tefused to doliver to the plaintiffs on their 
demand 72 piculs of white rice, the pr 
perty of plintiffs, and part of the cargo, 
and lind since detained and wrongfully 
converted the same to their own use. 

Defendants put in as defence that tho 
Plaintitfs bad not loaded the Bteanship 
with either a full, or complete eargo, or 
with a int wad that which was 
loaded only weighed 40,858.10 picts, out 
of a total capacity of 45,000 piculs.
